First National Bank in Boyne 
City may be getting a new drive- 
way into the drive-in facility of the 
bank after the city prepares an 
easement agreement and the bank 
agrees to pay all costs.

Boyne Community Education 
has an excellent staff to assist 
adults in earning their high school 
diploma. Below are questions 
most frequently asked when adults 
return to school.

assist any adult in gaining a high 
school diploma. 

Q. Who may get into high 
school completion classes? 

A. Anyone whose class has 
already graduated. 

Q. I.was a senior when I 
dropped out. How many credits 
must I earn? 

A. The same number of credits 
that your original class was requir- 
ed ‘o have, 

Q. How long will it take to earn 
a high school diploma? 

A. If you dropped out in the 1ith 
or 12th grade, chances are you 
could finish in one year. If you 
dropped out int he 9th or 10th 
grade, it will probable take two or 
three years. 

Q. How may I complete two or 
four years in one or two years? 

A. Credit is granted for the 
following: military service, cour- 
ses or training you have completed 
while in the service or in civilian 
life, work experience for jobs you 
have held, community services you 
have been involved in and ap- 
proved correspondence courses 
you may have completed. 


Q. How much time per week will 
it take? 

A. That depends on you. Each 
class meets once a week for seven- 
teen weeks per semester. We'd 
rather you didn’t rush, but some 
people take as many as four classes 
a semester for four credits in one 
year. 

Q. How good is a high school 
diploma? 

A. It might help you get a better 
job. It might be something you 
wanted, but due to no fault of your 
own, you did not get your diploma. 

Q. Isn't it harder to learn when 
you are older? 

A. Apparently that is not so. 
The average age of our graduates 
is 35 years. 

Q. How may I enroll? 

A. By calling Shelly Martin at 
582-6765. 

Q. What are the General Edu- 
cation Development tests (G.E.- 
D.)? 

A. These tests measure what 
you have learned since you left 
school. They give you credit for 
what you know and what you have 
learned outside of school. The 


battery consists of five tests: read- 
ing, comprehension, writing skills, 
social studies, math, and science. 

The number of children who 
leave schools each day, return 
home and are left unsupervised is 
a staggering 1.8 - 8.7 million. 

Virtually every community is 
faced with the ‘‘latchkey"' di- 
lemma. Far too few communities 
provide programming and super- 
vision for these children and Boyne 
City is among them. It is time for 
our community to take a close and 
serious look at providing pro- 
gramming that will include recre- 
ational, educational, and super- 
visional needs for these children. 

There are many components that 
must be addressed in order to 
establish a successful ‘‘latchkey 
program’’. They include facilities, 
supervisors, materials, volunteers, 
and funding. 

While members of the staff at 
Boyne City Public Schools have 
been discussing this issue for 
nearly a year, it is time to enlist the 
support of organizations and in- 
dustry in our community. 

Recently the Detroit Free Press 


addressed the .‘‘latchkey’’ issue. 
They provide astounding statistics 
that I would like to share with the 
community. First on the national 
level (these statistics are based on 
the year 1984); (1) The number of 
mothers in the labor force who 
have children under 18 is 19.5 
million. (2) There are 15.4 million 
mothers who have children under 
age 6 and over half of these 
mothers are in the labor force. (3) 
There are 9.284 million women 
who have children under age three 
and 47.7 percent are in the labor 
force. This equates to 4.4 million 
women. (4) Over half of the 58 
million children had mothers who 
were in the labor force. (5) Half of 
two-parent families revealed that 
both mother and father worked. 
{6) In 1986 women surpassed men 
by 29,000 professional jobs with 
women employed in 6.938 million 
of 13.8 million jobs. 

Michigan's statistics in 1984 
reveal that 3.5 million of our 6.8 
million people age 16 and up are 
women. The number of employed 
women is 1.7 million. Concerning 
the employed women, 238,000 had 


children under six, 437.000 women 
had children between six and 
seventeen. There are 1.9 million 
married-couple families and at 
least one million had children 
under age 18. During the years 


_ 1980 - 1985 the women in the work 


force increased by 8 percent. 

Throughout Michigan many 
companies are investigating the 
benefits of day care. Hospitals in 
this state employ a large percen- 
tage of women and presently they 
have taken a leadership role in 
providing care for the children of 
working mothers. 

It is the intent of Boyne Commu- 
nity Education to provide care for 
these children. As the statistics 
show, it is time for all of us to get 
involved to help alleviate this 
growing problem. We need the 
help of everyone. Please call

_on Peninsula Road, Grandvue 

- Medical Facility really affords a 

-, grand view from all sides. On this 

- site in 1890-91 was built the first 
building of the County Poor Farm 
and Infirmary. The old building 
was raised in 1958 when the 
present building was ready to be 

‘ occupied. With additions in 1968 
and 1980 the building is now 
spacious enough to house about 
100 residents and give room for 
about 100 employees to perform 
the tasks associated with a smooth 
operation. 

Facts and figures do not tell the 
whole story. What Grandvue is 
really about is keeping the resi- 
dents in an adult world, keeping 
them in touch with the community 
and not separating this portion of 
society into a separate community. 
Residents may range in age from 
20 to 90 on any given day. Thus 
the holistic philosphy of meeting 
the total needs of a person is vital 
to maintaining an environment for 
residents which is warm and 
caring. 


As society has become more. 


mobile, families are often miles 
apart and the idea of an extended 


. family in one household may not be 


practical. Every human being goes 
through many changes and phases 
from birth te death, and the hope 
of the Grandvue administrator Ron 
Conkle and his staff is that they 
can eradicate the idea that ‘‘they 
are old, we are not.” All of us will 
become advanced in age-and youth 


and advanced age need to be ° 


melded more closely as there are 
often similar goals and hopes and 
dreams among all ages. Mr. 
Conkle says the role of health care 
systems is constantly changing and 
so we must always be an ‘‘evolving 
health care delivery system.’’ 
What was done last year may not 
be deemed the best for most 
residents this year. Flexibility is 
certainly a key to the ongoing 
process of developing programs 
and working with residents. 
Nancy Carey, In-Service Direc- 
or of Grandvue says, ‘‘The process 
families go through in the decision 
to place a member in Grandvue - 
with a different group, in a new 


home where their needs are met 24 
hours a day - is not always easy 
and should be planned when pos- 
sible. The family desires Grand- 
vue to.be a home, not just a 
hospital. Hoping that the total 
person needs will be met is a major 
consideration for the resident's 
family.’ 

Fulfilling many of the needs of 
caring and helping to maintain 
outside contacts and allowing re- 
sidents to retain roles they have 
always played is greatly enhanced 
by the many auxiliary members 
and many volunteers. 

Brenda Joyce, Activities Direc- 
tor at Grandvue works with the 
volunteers, who number about 50 
and are of allages. The volunteers 
help in every area of the facility 
with the daily operational activi- 
ties. They work in the beauty 
shop, help with bingo, help give 
parties, take residents on walks, do 
some sewing, assist with crafts, 
aid residents with correspondence 
and sometimes just visit. The 
volunteers help coordinate holiday 
activities and work in the craft 
room daily. The residents make 


Raggedy Ann and Andy dolls to 
sell. Residents are taken to the 
Senior Citizen Center twice a week 
with the help of volunteers. Shop- 
ping trips with dinner following are 
planned and are carried out with 
the help. of volunteers. Certainly 
the residents are pleased to have 
the friendship of the volunteers 
and happy to be in the mainstream 
of life by shopping, seeing old 
friends at the Senior Citizen Center 
and at the summer picnics. 

The Grandvue Auxiliary is a 
county wide group which works 
hard to raise funds for things 
needed, but not provided for in the 
regular budget. A county wide tag 
day sale is held in July each year, 
as we}l as a bake sale and card 
party. The Auxiliary has about 70 
members who meet montly, except 
in January and February to plan 
for fund usage and to provide 
special programs for the residents. 
The Auxiliary dues are used to 
make purchases for the facility. 

The Auxiliary began in 1969 and 
has been very active in the past 
seventeen years. They administer 
the Memorial Funds, which has 
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~Grandvue keeping residents part of real world 


- recently been designated as a way 


of helping provide continuing edy- 
cation opportunities for staff mem- 
bers. 

The Auxiliary has purchased 
new equipment for the occupation- 
al therapy room from last years 
funds. Previous purchases in- 
cluded wheelchairs, patio and 
flower boxes, chairs and tables for 
the dining room, lounge chairs, 
card tables, sewing machine, stack 
chairs for meetings, two whirlpool 
baths and century tubs,. day room 
furniture, drapery material, parlor 
furniture, providing pictures of 


residents for family, Christmas ~ 


decorations and songbooks. 

Many Auxiliary members are 
also volunteers, giving them a dual 
role and certainly focusing on their 


devotion to the smooth operatian of 
Grandvue. Certainly both the 
volunteers and the Auxiliary wel- 
come members who have time and 
energy to devote to helping make 
someone else feel his or her own 
importance. 

Grandvue provides a service for 
Charlevoix County; all should take 
a closer look at its philosophy and 
utilize it as we meandor through 
life year after year. The inter- 
twining of all ages; all abilities, 
both physical and mental; and the 
process of giving and receiving as 
well as the most important preser- 
vation of human dignity for every 
person are lessons we should all 
take frequently. Life as an ongoing 
process with no more emphasis on 
youth than on age would no doubt 
strengthen our total society.
